8 TO ALIMONY 

Justice Plummer’s highly interesting 
alimony decision will meet with the hearty 
approval of divorced husbands and the bit- 


ter disapproval of divorced wives. In an’ 


‘appealed case this astute magistrate ruled 

that the alimony be reduced from $45 to 
$30 a month on the ground that the er 
wife, who is a trained nurse, was making 
no attempt to earn part of her own living 
and on the further ground that her ex-hus- 
‘band wanted to remarry and could not do 
so while handicapped by what to him was 
a large monthly payment to his former 
mate. 

In a land of much divorce it follows as 
the night the day that there will be much 
alimony. In the man’s view of it the ques- 
tion generally is not how much but how 
little. It ts sometimes amazing to note 
how the income and property holdings of 
& prosperous citizen will shrink to a mere 
bagatelle when they get into the divorce 
court. To get by with a very small pay- 
ment of alimony is considered by him his 
clear duty to himself—and to his next wife. 
But for a man of small means to be han- 
dicapped by payments to a woman who 
is able to earn her own living would not 
seem to serve the ends of justice or the 


best interests of a social system which 1s 


kept going by marriage and remarriage. 
By administering an implied rebuke to 

the woman in the case he was considering 

Justice Plummer was taking no chances 


hand in such matters. All that the lady 
can do besides muttering her displeasure 
is to go to work or live on the lesser dole. 
In his decision the judge not only rapped 
the ex-wife, but also the habit of the ultra- 
chivalrous judiciary which allows what he 
considers excessive alimony in such cases. 
He said that where the ex-husband is earn- 
ing wages by daily labor a court in award- 
ing alimony “should not do so in a sum 
inducing idleness on the part of an ers- 
wife.” The judge considered the wish of 
the ex-husband to remarry a natural and 
laudable one and held that he should not 
be so crippled in his finances that another 
home might not be established. | 

All of which seems reasonable and equi 
table, though divorced husbands still will 
have reason to apprehend that the good 
old rule laid down by Judge Gilbert and 
concurred in by Judge Sullivan in a report 
entitled “Trial by Jury” that the woman's 
side of the case is to be considered first, 
last and all the time will not be disregard- 
ed by gallant Judges even in these days of 
woman's stoutly asserted economic freedom 
and more or less fully accepted political 
emancipation. |
